IHUi, under Genoral Orde, attacked Chapin's 
Farm, a strongly fortified place nearly oppo- 
site Fort Darling. After a fierce resistance 
the Federals carried the fort by assault, cap 
luring twenty-two piece, of artillery with a 
considerable number ol prisoners, The im- 
portance of the victory nan bo easily under- 
stood wbsti we say that it includes Chapin's 
bluff, which, according to some military au- 
thorities, commands Fort Darling. Loe evi- 
dently considered the position of tho Northern 
troops as exceedingly menacing to the river 
connection with Richmond, and accordingly 
on the following day attacked tho Federals, 
leading on the Snuthorn troops in person, and 
supported by tho iron clad rnins — rather unu 
aual auxiliaries for the South, After a num- 
ber of desperate assaults, however, the 
Confederates were forced lo retire with a loss 
of 1000 in killed and wounded and threo hun- 
dred prisoneiB. In the nieuntiuiu other por- 
tions of Urant's army weie not idle. Biruey, 
with tho 10th Corps, made an advance upon 
Richmond by thu New Market Road, On 
( his road the Confederates wore strongly 
posted, but the uolnred troops curried the 
position, and forced thair enemy into a rapid 
retreat in the direction of Richmond. Grant 
and Butler were both spectators of tho con - 
teat. Tho pursuit was continued until the 
formidable writs at Laurel Hill were 
reached, within a few miles of the city. 
Here, however, the impetuosity of the 
Northern troops met with a severe check, 
under tho deadly 2ra of the guns which 
swept Ihe road. While the lighting wai 
going on, Kautz with his cavalry had 
entered the suburbs of Richmond, but, as in 
his former dashing exploit at Petersburg, 
was obliged to retire. A division of infantry 
was ordered np to his assistance, but when 
it had got to within rifleshot range of the 
capital, finding Kant* had withdrawn, it also 
prudently retired. Thu effect of these ope- 
rations was to show ths nature ol the de- 
fence! close to Richmond, liesidos the works 
on Laurel Hill ihero are strong fortifications 
at Sharp's House within two niiies of tho 
city. Grant's position is now. owing to hii 
reeeol rapid advances, almost within shelling 
distance of Richmond. But he has net con- 
fined his attacks to the capital. On the 
south of Petersburg, and simultaneous with 
the movemeu! against Chapin's Farm, tho 
Federal troops advanced and carried by 
assault on important line of works two miles 
west of the Weidon railway, thus on- 
abliug them to outflank Lee should 
that general be forced into throwing the bulk 
of his troops across tho James river to meet 
Grant's serious movomeula on the north side. 
We may now expect to hear of heavy fight- 
ing from this quarter; for Grant has not 
many months to finish up his campaign, and 
Karly's serious predicament j^ives tho 
Nertbern Commander the most important ad- 
vantages just al present over his Richmond 
opponent.

INTERESTING PARTICULAKS.
